To  the  Stockholders  of  the  Petersburg  Railroad  Co.: 

On  behalf  of  the  Board  of  Directors  I  herewith  submit  the  Annual 
Report  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  on  the  31st  December,  1861.  The 
accompanying  statements  of  the  Treasurer  and  General  Superintendent 
exhibit  in  detail  the  operations  and  business  of  the  Company  during 
the  year,  and  its  condition  on  the  1st  January,  1862. 

The  ordinary  channels  which  have  heretofore  supplied  the  business 
of  the  Petersburg  Railroad,  were  utterly  deranged  by  the  war  and 
blockade  during  the  greater  part  of  the  year,  so  that  the  receipts  from 
some  leading  articles  show  a  large  falling  off  in  comparison  with  former 
years.  The  same  causes,  however,  gave  rise  to  new  classes  of  business 
of  immense  magnitude  in  the  transportation  of  troops,  munitions,  and 
i  j  supplies  for  the  Government,  and  in  the  transportation  of  produce  and 
I  merchandize  to  and  from  the  South.  The  result  was  that  the  aggregate 
gross  earnings  of  the  year  amounted  to  537-1,526  01,  or  more  by  about 
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$45,000  than  those  of  any  other  former  year.     The  items  which  make 
up  this  aggregate  are  as  follows  :

The  amount  of  business  done,  however,  was  much  greater  than  it 
would  appear  to  have  been  from  the  gross  amount  of  the  earnings, 
inasmuch  as  the  business  of  the  Confederate  States,  as  well  as  of  the 
several  States,  was  done  at  greatly  reduced  rates.  This  immense  busi- 
ness taxed  the  capacity  of  the  road  to  its  utmost,  and  it  is  matter  of 
congratulation  that  we  were  able  to  manage  it  with  so  much  success. 
It  was  accomplished,  as  it  could  only  have  been  accomplished,  by  the 
zealous  co-operation  of  all  the  officers  and  employees  of  the  Company, 
and  it  gives  the  Board  pleasure  to  bear  testimony  to  the  fidelity  and 
energy  with  which  they  devoted  themselves  to  the  service  of  the 
Company. 

The  business  of  the  past  year  having  been,  for  the  reasons  already 
alluded  to,  of  an  exceptional  character,  it  seems  not  to  be  worth  while 
to  compare  it,  in  its  details,  with  that  of  former  years,  when  there  was 
no  war,  no  blockade,  no  disunion,  and  when  the  channels  of  trade  were 
unobstructed.  The  statements  of  the  Treasurer,  however,  afford  the 
means  of  making  such  a  comparison. 

It  has  already  been  intimated  that  the  business  of  the  Confederate 
States  was  done  at  a  great  reduction  from  the  usual  rates.  The  Board 
felt  it  to  be  their  duty  to  co-operate  with  other  Companies  in  extending 
the  most  liberal  terms  to  the  Government,  while  all  it's  resources  were 
so  heavily  taxed  for  the  defence  of  the  country,  and  they  do  not  doubt 
that  their  course  in  this  respect  will  meet  the  approval  of  the  stockhol- 
ders.    Besides  agreeing  to  large  reductions  in  the  usual  rates  of  charge, 
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the  Railroad  Companies  agreed  to  receive  payment  from  the  Confederate 
States  in  their  eight  per  cent,  bond?,  and  in  this  too  the  Board  promptly 
and  cheerfully  concurred.  The  details  of  the  arrangements  with  the 
Confederate  States  have  undergone  several  modifications  during  the 
progress  of  the  war.  The  present  rates  upon  freights  are  somewhat 
higher  than  those  which  prevailed  during  the  first  six  months  of  the 
war,  and  are  set  forth  in  the  following  circular  : 

CIRCULAR. 

CONFEDERATE  STATES  OF  AMERICA. 

QUARTERMASTER  GENERAL'S  DEPARTMENT. 

Richmond,  December  13,  1S61. 

Sir  :  I  desire  to  effect  with  the  various  Railroad  Companies  in  the  Confederate 
States  a  clear  understanding  in  respect  to  the  transportation  of  Government  sup- 
plies ;  and  to  secure,  if  practicable,  uniformity  of  charges  among  them.  To  that 
end  I  invite  your  attention  to  the  following  proposition,  with  the  request  that  you 
will  communicate  your  acceptance,  or  other  action  thereon,  at  as  early  a  day  as 
possible. 

I  propose  that  the  Government  shall  pay  the  Railroad  Companies  the  rates 
established  by  the  Chattanooga  Convention,  held  on  the  4th  of  October  last — the 
Companies  in  turn  obligating  themselves  to  abide  by  these  rates,  and  to  be  held 
to  strict  accountability  for  any  damage  to,  or  loss  of  freight — subject  to  the  usual 
exceptions. 

The  accounts  of  all  Companies  that  accept  this  proposition  will  be  adjusted 
accoidiog  to  the  rates  referred  to,  from  November  1,  1861. 

This  offer  I  feel  satisfied  is  liberal — enough  so  to  compensate  Companies  for  the 
usual  wear  and  tear  in  their  rolling  stock,  and  to  induce  its  acceptanca  on  their 
part.

MEMO.    OP   CHATTANOOGA    RATES: 

First  Class. — Percussion  caps,  powder  and  fixed  ammunition,  45  cents  per  100 
miles. 

Second  Class. — All  the  freights  shipped  for  the  Government,  except,  live  stock, 
hay,  bran,  and  the  articles  enumerated  in  first  class,  at  20  cents  per  100  lbs.  per 
100  miles. 

Third  Class. — Live  stock,  per  car  load,  $20  per  car  per  100  mile3. 

Fourth  Class. — Hay  and  braD,  per  car  load,  $15  per  car  per  100  miles. 

For  less  than  a  car  load  of  live  stock,  the  local  rates  of  each  road  will  be 
charged. 

The  labor  and  expense  of  loading  and  unloading,  and  the  detention  of  the 
cars  for  the  same,  being  as  much  for  short  as  for  long  distances,  less  than  100 
mile3  will  be  charged  a3  100  milea.  Distances  greater  than  100  miles,  at  rates 
proportionate  to  above. 

The  payments  for  Government  service  will  be  received  in  the  treasury  notes  or 
bonds  of  the  Confederate  State?. 

It  may  be  added  that  the  rate  charged  for  the  transportation  of  troops 
is  two  cents  per  mile,  and  that  the  rate  per  annum  for  transporting  the 
mail  on  the  main  line,  is  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  per  mile,  the 
highest  rate  paid  by  the  Confederate  Government,  the  service  being 
once  daily  each  way. 
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It  will  be  observed  that  the  funded  debt  of  the  Company  was  still 
further  reduced  during  the  last  year,  by  paying  off  §17,500  of  the  7  per 
cent,  bonds,  and  $1,059  50  of  the  six  per  cent,  dividend  bonds  issued 
in  1854,  these  being  all  that  were  offered  for  redemption.  The  balance 
of  the  funded  debt  on  the  1st  day  of  January,  1862,  was  S87<,706  50, 
of  which  $84,500  consisted  of  7  per  cent,  bonds,  falling  due  from  1863 
to  1872,  both  included,  and  the  balance  of  6  per  cent,  bonds  falling  due 
in  1864.  That  sum  represents  the  entire  indebtedness  of  the  Company 
on  that  day  except  for  negro  hires  and  accounts  payable  on  that  day. 
These  are  paid  as  they  are  presented,  and  most  of  them  have  already 
been  paid  off.  As  will  be  seen  from  the  statements,  the  Company  has 
no  "  bills  payable."     It  has  had  none  for  several  years  past. 

The  Railroad  Companies  of  the  South  have  experienced  considerable 
embarrassment  in  consequence  of  the  war  and  blockade  having  cut  them 
off  from  the  markets  in  which  they  have  been  accustomed  heretofore  to 
purchase  their  supplies.  This  embarrassment  has  been  overcome  in  a 
great  measure,  as  to  some  articles,  by  resources  within  the  Confederate 
States,  which  have  been  brought  into  use  by  the  necessities  of  the  war. 
The  further  development  of  our  resources,  with  a  view  to  the  supply 
of  rails,  engines,  and  other  articles  of  necessity,  has  engaged  the  anxious 
attention  of  those  engaged  in  the  management  of  the  Railroads  as  a 
matter  of  paramount  and  pressing  importance.  The  Board  have. ex- 
pressed a  readiness  to  co-operate  with  other  Companies  in  the  promotion 
of  this  object,  by  the  loan  of  money  or  otherwise,  as  may  be  found 
expedient.  Fortunately,  however,  for  this  Company,  a  large  quantity 
of  some  of  the  most  important  articles,  and  those  most  difficult  to  pro- 
cure since  the  blockade,  was  purchased  shortly  before  the  commencement 
of  the  war,  so  that  this  Company  has  suffered  much  less  than  most 
others  by  the  interruption  of  the  usual  sources  of  supply. 

The  present  condition  of  the  Railroad  and  other  property  of  the 
Company  will  appear  from  the  report  of  the  General  Superintendent. 
The  improvements  which  it  was  expected  would  be  made  during  the 
past  year — among  them  the  erection  of  a  new  depot  and  warehouses  in 
Petersburg — have  been  necessarily  postponed  in  consequence  of  the 
war.

GENTLEMEN  :  I  respectfully  submit  the  following  Eeport 
of  the  operations  of  the  Petersburg  Railroad,  for  the  year 
1861,  arranged  under  proper  heads. 

1st.     the  cost  of  transportation  and  repairs,  properly 
chargeable  to  1861. 

By  the   accornpaning  Statement  A,  it   appears   that   the 

whole  amount  actually  paid  is 122,507  76

Making  the  sum  that  would  have  been  paid  if  all  Liabilities 

had  been  settled,  before  the  close  of  1861,  to  be 151,902  80

as  shown  by  the  accompaning  Inventory  marked  I,  ....     9,535  38

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ROADWAY    INCLUDING   EARTHWORK,   BRIDGES, 
CULVERTS,  FENCES,  &o. 

The  grading  of  the  roadway  has  been  gradually  improved 
by  better  drains  and  by  additional  gravelling. 

A  new  bridge  has  been  built  at  "  Three  Creeks,"  and  pre- 
parations made  for  superstructures  of  bridges  at  Stony  Creek 
and  Fountains  Creek. 

Brick  culverts  to  substitute  the  small  wooden  bridges  have 
been  constructed  at  all  points,  except  two. 

Four  additional  miles  of  fencing  have  been  built  during 
the  year. 

THE  TRACK. 

Three-fourths  of  a  mile  of  the  main  track  has  received  new 
T  iron. 

About  120  tons  of  new  iron  is  now  on  hand  to  be  placed  in 
the  track,  as  soon  as  the  weather  becomes  settled,  next  spring. 

Additions  to  turnouts  have  been  made  at  Oak  Grove  and 
Stony  Creek  Stations,  making  about  2200  feet  of  new  tracks. 

BUILDINGS. 

But  few  additions  were  made  to  the  buildings  during  1861, 
the  principal  works  were  a  provision  house,  a  paint  shop  and 
finishing  wood  sheds,  at  depots  along  the  line. 

ROLLING  STOCK. 

The  old  engine  "  Cerro  Gordo,"  requires  such  extensive 
repairs  that  nothing  will  be  done  to  her  at  present,  and  if  she 
can  be  replaced  by  a  new  Locomotive,  or  the  demands  for 
transportation  prove  to  be  less  than  at  present,  she  will  be 
cut  up  for  the  materials. 

All  other  engines  are  in  good  order,  except  two,  which  are 
undergoing  ordinary  repairs.

One  2nd  class  car,  one  small  baggage  car,  and  one  box  car, 
have  become  unfit  for  service. 

One  express  car,  one  ambulance  car,  one  box  car  and  six 
crank  cars,  have  been  constructed  during  the  year. 

New  wheels,  axles,  and  other  parts  of  the  running  gear,  of 
many  of  the  cars,  have  been  substituted  for  those  long  in  use. 

The  weather-boarding  of  several  box  cars  has  been  cut 
open  for  the  purpose  of  giving  air  to  troops  and  horses  con- 
veyed, but  on  the  whole  the  rolling  stock  is  in  better  condition 
than  at  any  former  period. 

An  addition  of  twenty  to  thirty  box  cars  are  much  needed 
for  the  increased  transportation,  and  measures  have  been  taken 
for  their  construction. 

ACCIDENT  TO  PEESONS. 

Two  serious  accidents  have  occurred  during:  1861. 

Mr.  Wren,  of  the  Georgia  troops,  fell  from  the  train  at 
night  and  was  killed. 

A  soldier  while  attempting  to  pass  from  one  car  to  another, 
struck  and  fractured  his  leg  against  the  side  of  a  bridge,  but 
has  since  entirely  -recovered. 

No  other  casualties  worthy  of  note  have  taken  place. 

MOVEMENT  OF  TEAINS. 

No  accident  to  engines  or  cars  has  occurred  worth  men- 
tioning. 

The  mail  trains  have  been  irregular,  owing  in  a  great  mea- 
sure, to  the  request  of  proper  authorities,  that  preference  should 
be  given  to  troop  trains.

At  a  regular  annual  meeting  of  the  Stockholders  of  the 
Petersburg  Railroad  Company,  held  in  the  Council  Chamber 
of  the  city  of  Petersburg,  on  Wednesday,  the  19th  of  March, 
1862, 

On  motion  of  Mr.  D'Akcy  Paul,  "W.  W.  ToWNES,  Esq.,  was 
chosen  Chairman,  and  David  GK  Potts,  Secretary. 

On  motion  of  Mr..  B'Arcy  Paul,  a  committee  of  three  was 
appointed  by  the  chair  to  examine  proxies. 

D'Arcy  Paul,  David  May  and  A.  C.  Butts,  were  appointed 
said  committee,  who  reported  the  proxies  to  be  in  due  form, 

The  Secretary  then  proceeded  to  call  the  list  of  Stockholders, 
whereupon,  there  was  found  to  be  present,  Twenty-One  Hun- 
dred and  Forty-Three  votes,  which  being  more  than  a  majori- 
ty of  the  whole,  the  meeting  was  duly  organized  and  pro- 
ceeded to  business. 

The  President  submitted  his  annual  report,  which,  on  motion 
of  Mr.  James  May,  was  received  and  adopted. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  D'Arcy  Paul,  the  report  of  the  Com- 
mittee of  Examination  was  received,  adopted,  and  ordered  to 
be  printed  with  the  report. 


B2  PB.OCEEDINGS   OF   ANNUAL   MEETING. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Alex.  Doxxax,  the  meeting  -went  into 
an  election  of  President  and  Directors  for  the  ensuing  year ; 
|  whereupon,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Alex.  Doxxax,  Wm.  T. 
Joyxes,  Esq.,  was  unanimously  re-elected  President,  and  A. 
Cf.  McIlttaixe,  Eo.  A.  Eamiltox,  Ho.  A.  Maetix,  Johx 
Doxxax,  and  Joh3I  Kevax,  were  elected  Directors. 

Mr.  A.  Gr.  McIlwaixe  offered  the  following  resolution  which 
was  adopted : 

Whereas,  by  an  Act  of  the  General  Assembly  of  Virginia,  passed  March  19, 
1861,  authority  was  given  to  the  Stockholders  of  this  Company  to  increase  its 
capital  stock  by  directing  the  issue  cf  new  stock  to  the  holders  of  the  then  present 
stock  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  one  half  of  said  present  stock  ;  and,  whereas, 
at  the  last  annual  meeting  the  said  stock  was  increased  by  the  issue  of  new  stock 
to  the  extent  of  one-third  of  the  then  existing  stock  ;  and,  ichereas,  it  is  now 
deemed  advisable  to  make  a  further  increase  to  the  full  extent  authorized  by  the 
gaid  act.     Therefore, 

Resolved,  That  the  capital  stock  of  this  Company  be  farther  increased  by  the 
addition  of  a  number  of  shares  equal  to  one-eighth  of  the  present  number  of 
shares,  which  said  additional  shares  shall  be  distributed  among  the  present  stock- 
holders in  proportion  to  the  number  of  shares  held  by  them  respectively,  aud 
that  the  Board  of  Directors  make  provision  for  fractional  parts  of  shares  arising 
in  such  distribution  by  such  equitable  plan  as  to  them  may  seem  best. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  A.  C.  Butts,  the  salary  of  the  President 
was  ordered  to  be  increased  $500,  provided  the  Common 
Council  concur. 

Mr.  James  May  offered  the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved,  That  the  President  and  Directors  be  authorized,  as  they  see  fit,  to  make 
a  bonus  to  such  of  the  Conductors,  Engineers,  or  Operatives  of  this  Road,  who 
have,  during  trie  year,  performed  extra  and  very  onerous  duties,  at  their  discre- 
tion, not  exceeding  twenty  per  cent,  upon  their  present  salaries. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  D'Arcy  Paul,  the  meeting  adjourned  to 
meet  in  the  Council  Chamber,  on  the  third  Wednesday  in 
March,  1863.

REPORT  OE  THE  EXAMINING  COMMITTEE. 


To  the  Stockholders  of  the  Petersburg  Railroad  Co. 

Your  Committee  beg  leave  to  report  that  they  have  per- 
formed the  duties  required  of  them,  in  examining  the  Depots, 
Work  Shops,  Eoad,  &c.,  connected  with  the  Petersburg  Rail- 
Company,  and  found  the  same  in  most  excellent  order. 

A  portion  of  your  Committee  did,  on  the  14th  day  of  March, 
instant,  accompanied  by  the  President  and  General  Superin- 
tendent, (on  a  special  train  furnished  us  by  the  latter  at  our 
request,)  proceed  to  examine  the  whole  Eoad,  Depots,  "Water 
Stations,  Bridges,  &c,  and  are  happy  to  state,  that  considering 
the  remarkable  character  of  the  weather  for  two  months  past, 
and  the  unexampled  amount  of  travel  and  freight  carried  over 
the  Eoad,  it  is  in  excellent  order.  The  Depots  are  kept  nice, 
the  Eooms  for  the  accommodation  of  travelers  cleanly  and 
in  good  order,  and  the  Water  Stations  complete  in  their 
arrangement.  We  found  the  Bridge  at  Stony  Creek  in  a  con- 
dition requiring  renewal,  but  saw  the  timbers  in  a  state  of 
preparation  for  that  purpose. 

The  Bridge  over  the  Three- Creeks  is  completed,  and  that 
over  Fountain's  Creek  nearly  so.  They  are  of  the  most  sub- 
stantial and  durable  materials.

The  Depot  on  "Washington  street,  in  this  city,  has  not  re- 
ceived that  attention  and  improvement  which  were  contem- 
plated at  the  time  of  our  last  annual  report.  This  delay,  we 
are  assured  by  Mr.  Sanford,  has  been  caused  by  the  unsettled 
state  of  the  country ;  but  for  that,  we  have  no  doubt  the  prin- 
cipal Depot  would  not  only  have  been  greatly  improved,  but 
made  an  ornament  to  that  portion  of  our  city,  instead  of  an 
eye-sore. 

Upon  a  diligent  examination  of  the  Treasurer's  books  and 
papers,  we  found  them  all  in  order  and  correct,  and  showing 
a  vast  amount  of  care  and  labor  on  the  part  of   Col.  Potts. 

We  take  pleasure  in  referring  to  the  conduct,  character  and 
efficiency  of  the  entire  corps  of  officers  and  employees  of  said 
Company,  for  their  different  duties,  in  our  opinion,  are  not  only 
done,  but  well  done.
